Foꝛ aps 
peaſynge of this ſciſme / the ſayde kynge 
Naitanue 
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Nait anus ſent meſſangers to ſeint Colfride, - 
than bepnge abbotte of the monaſteries of 
ſepnt Peter and Paule, that be Bpon the ry⸗ 
uers of Tpne and Twede, and where as 
Henerable Bede was bzonght Bp/ to ße in⸗ 
ſtructed in the due tyme of kepyng of Eſter / 
and of the tonſure of clerkes / whiche was 
than alſo in Bariaunce, whervpon the ſapde 
holy man Colfryde wꝛote a letter vnto the 
ſaid Kkyng Naitanus, deckaryng vnto him by 
many auctozities of ſcripture / the verp due 
tyme of kepynge of Eſter, and ſPewed his 
mynde alſo in the ſapde tonſures, and whan 
the ſapde letter was redde befoze the kpnge 
and his loꝛzdes, g that the tenure therof was 
plapnly interpꝛetate and deckared Into bim. 
Ge roſe Bppe from amonge his fozdes, and 
kneled downe Hpon his knees, and thanked 
afmpabty god / that had ſente hym ſuche a 
gyfte out of the countrepe ol Englande. 
And it is nat to thynke, that he dpd thus, in⸗ 
tending to gyue ſentence therin by his owne 
auctozite /fo2 that befonged nat to him / ut 
he dpd it to knowe the trouthe, and that be 
my abte thervpon ſPewe his fauoure to the 
better parte.
